A  little  more  attention  is  being  given  to  the  quality  of  life  and 
1971  has  generally  been  a  yar  where  much  more  publicity  has  boon  given 
to  the  pollution  aspect  of  this,,  heightened  by  a  number  of  dramatic 
national  and  international  incidents  giving  rise  to  hazardous  situations,, 

Locally 3  for  example,  the  Cuzel  was  subjected  to  toxic  materials  on  more 
than  cne  occasion  up— stream,,  Unfortunately  the  mass  communication  media 
tend  to  give  emphasis  to  the  more  hair  raising  prophesies  of  doom  concocted 
by  some  individuals  and  this  might  result  in  a  general  reaction  to  regard  all 
warnings  of  coming  problems  with  cynicism  and  treat  them  as  fictional 0  Unless 
this  problem  is  treated  seriously  by  each  individual,  in  the  years  to  come 
responsibility  will  have  to  be  transferred  from  the  individual  to  a  more 
authoritarian  type  Government  that  will  act  for  the  individuals 

This  responsibility  mug#  be  taken  across  all  fields  of  activity  from 
mundane  matters  such  as  reducing  the  Quantity  of  waste  materials  by  con¬ 
sidering  the  real  need  for  a  lot  of  packaging  to  more  esoteric  matters  such 
as  the  wisdom  of  producing  large  families,.  Many,  if  not  most  of  our  problems 
would  be  brought  into  manageable  proportions  if  the  population  could  be  reduced 
or  at  least  stabilised,  There  in  an  urgent  need  for  a  free  family  planning 
service  to  be  provided  within  the  National  Health  Service., 

For  the  present 9  the  size  of  the  population  demands  more  living  space 
and  Milton  Keynes  will  develop  on  an  expanding  Newport doorstep 0  Considerable 
problems  of  sewerage  and  water  drainage  are  being  presented  and  the  Council 
is  right  in  looking  very  seriously  into  these  natters  which  are  made  more 
difficult  by  the  local  topography  and  existing  water-courses,, 

Shortly  after  this  report  is  due  to  be  published^  I  anticipate  that 
the  Government  will  have  made  known  its  intentions  on  the  reorganisation  of 
the  National  Health  Service  in  19740  The  Council  has  already  shown  its  concern 
over  the  size  of  community  representation  in  the  forthcoming  new  larger  District 
Council  Gj  and  I  would  like  it  to  consider  this  aspost  of  The  New  Area  Health 
BoardSc  This  "consumer  representation"  has  not  been  a  feature  of  tho  present 
health  set-up 9  but  there  should  be  an  opportunity  for  more  adequate  public 
representation  in  1974  provided  the  case  for  this  is  properly  put  forward,.
